KEJJO BD8ISESS HOUSES. 


ttae Year Now 


It has leaked out at Washington that 


irregularities, involving millions of dol- 
lars, have been discovered in the New 
York custom house. It is said that re- 
funds have been made on tobacco, 
trimmings and other imported articles 
and negligence bordering on criminal- 
ity is charged against the officials. 


The period covered by the alleged 


fraudulent refunds extends from 1883 
to the present time. The frauds were 
discovered by a special agent of the 
Treasury Department, but the matter, 
00 far, has been kept from the public 
and officials are very reticent regard- 
ing it. 


A few years ag'> the discovery was 


made by a bale of i: . orted goods fall- 
ing off a truck and breaking open in 
the Han Francisco custom house that 
the Government was being defraudec 
out of large sums of money. Custom 
house officials, sworn and paid to pro- 
tect the interests of the puplic, con- 
spired with importers to defraud the 
revenue. 
Certain packages of goods 


of inferior quality were marked for in- 
spection and valuation. 
While the 


greater part of the invoice consisted of 
much higher priced goods all were ap- 
praised at the value of the inferior 
articled and the importer shared the 
profits with the officials. 
The im- 


porter was permitted to square ac- 
founta with the Government for a 
small percentage of what it had been 
defrauded out of, and the officials left 
the country for a season. 


It has been alleged that similar

On December 1, 1893, the available 
wheat m the United States was only 
258,000,000 bushols, of which 188,000,000 
will be required for home consumption 
and 18,000,000 bushels for seed, leaving, 
as stated, only 52,000,000 bushels for 
export. 


If these estimates are correct, unless 


the demand for wheat for export ceases, 
farmers who hold on to their grain 
ought to realize a fair price for it be- 
fore next July, when the new crop will 
begin to be marketed. 


The trouble with statements of the 


character given by Prices Current is 
that, like the statistics of the Census 
Bureau, they are not reliable. There 
may be much more wheat in the coun- 
try than statistics show, and possibly 
there may be less, as speculators for 
stock-jobbing purposes misrepresent 
mutters at the great grain centers of 
the country.

air. New-lands on Nevada and Utah—An 


Able Defense "t, and an Eloquent 
Tribute to oar State—The Attention 
of tbe Hou»e Directed to our Able 
Representative. 
While the House was engaged in a 


spirited discussion yesterday over the 
admission of Utah to the TJhion, Mr. 
Newlanda was accorded the privilege of 
the floor and in a short and eloquent 
speech replete with originality and 
thought scored a personal triumph and 
gained additional laurpls for his rapid- 
ly increasing 
influence and ability 


both on and off the floor. Having 
called the attention of Congress to the 
importance of admitting Utah and 
briefly pointing oat an important fea- 
ture of the land grant question and the 
importance of irrigation in the arid re- 
gion, ho turned to The Honorable Har- 
ter of Ohio, who the day before had 
sarcastically ref ered to our State, and 
with an. audience of Congressmen con- 
stituting nearly two hundred members 
he made a defense of the State, her 
people and industries that gained for 
him most hearty applause and com- 
mendation. He spoke as follows:— 


Mr. Chairman:—I desire to avail my- 


self of the few moments accorded me 
to urge the passage of this bill for the 
admisssion of the Territory of Utah as 
a State in the Union. 


I think I express the unanimous sen- 


timent of the people of the mining re- 
gion and of the Pacific coast generally 
when I urge upon this House the ad- 
mission of that Territory as a State. 
No apprehension whatever is indulged 
in with reference to the question of 
polygamy. The feeling of all who live 
in that region and who are familiar by 
personal contact with Utah pnd its in- 
stitutions is that polygamy is practi- 
cally dead. 


The leaven is working among the 


Mormons themselves. The old feel- 
ings that existed between the Mormons 
and the Gentiles is rapidly dying out, 
and I think the sentiment of that en- 
tire section is in favor of the admission 
of the Territory as a State without any 
condition or qualification other than 
that which is attached to the admis- 
sion of everyjother State into the Union. 


THE ABID LAND QUESTION. 


There is one question, however, Mr. 


Chairman, to wnich I wish to direct 
the attention of the committee, and to 
which I desire to especially address 
myself, and that is the land-grant 
question. 
Two bills 
are presented 


here, one by the majority and the other 
by the minority of the Committee on 
Territories, differing, I believe, materi- 
ally or solely in this particular: The 
majority bill proposes to give the Ter- 
ritory double the land grant that has 
been conceded to other States on their 
admission. The majority bill gives 
the usual quantum of land, but adds a 
condition that if the lands elected are 
arid that then two acres shall be given 
for every acre to which the Territory 
would be entitled. There is no reason 
for any such condition as that. We 
all know that Utah belongs to the arid 
region; that it is impossible to culti- 
vate anything there without the aid of 
irrigation, and I object to leaving the 
determination of the character of the 
lands to bureau officers here in Wash- 
infton, who as a rule know nothing 
whatever of the conditions in the arid 
region. 


Few who have not lived there can re- 


alize how entirely dependent that re- 
gion of country is on artificial irriga- 
tion. Almost all of the States which 
have been the objects of the benefac- 
tion of the Government heretofore in 
this regard have been in regions in 
which the lands have been watered by 
the rains from the heavens, but in that 
intermountain country agriculture can 
not rely upon the chance supply from 
the heavens. The moisture there is 
stored in the snows falling on the 
mountain ranges, which melt during 
the spring and summer and feed the 
streams which flow into the lakes and 
sinks of the desert. 


In Utah I am told that every stream

control, and then dividing that area of 
land op into small farms of twenty or 
forty acres, and selling to settlers. 
Here I may say that a farm of twenty 
or forty acres, irrigated throughout the 
year, dependent upon such a system of 


press that. Borax and soda are her 
only remaining minerals on which sbe 
can rely. She has for years been en- 
gaged in the process of developing vast 
fields of soda and borax, and you pro- 
pose 


of any importance, with one single ex- 
ception, empties into Salt Lake, and 
that the creeks relied on. for irrigation 
empty into the streams that in turn 
flow into Salt Lake. It is necessary 
there not only to divert these waters 
from the streams over the land by 
canals and ditches, but also to provide 
for artificial reservoirs in the mount- 
ains and canyons in which the water 
may be stored, so that it can be let 
down upon the lands during the period 
of drought, when the natural flow of 
the streams is scanty and attenuated. 


It is kept there hi a measure on tap, 


responsive to the demands of man. It 
is therefore utterly impossible to in- 
augurate a system of settlement in that 
egion similar to that which has ex- 
ted in the Missipsippi and other val- 
«ys. Individual settlement end indi- 
idual reclamation can not obtain gen- 
rally. It is true that the first settlers 
ujon the banks of these rivers can, by 
inexpensive ditches and canals, divert 
h» waters over their lands, and thus 
stiblish a crude system of irrigation; 
>ut they in time—and I have no doubt 
tbatis the case now in Utah—absolu- 
ely absorb the natural flow of the 
riven during the period of drouth, and 
t becomes necessary there, in order to 
bringlarger areas of land within culti- 
vation to resort to this system of stor- 
age, o&establishlcg artificial reservoirs 
x> whim I have alluded, and of con- 
struotug canals and ditches at great 
expensi covering large areas of land 
by a comprehensive plan. 


CAPITAL NE02SSABY. 


This wlrk can therefore only be in- 


augurated by the use of capital, by ag- 
gregating Wen together into eome or- 
ganization,, corporate or otherwise, by 


iploytng capital in -building dams, 
~~truotin{ reservoirs and ditches to 


g a largearea of land tinder their 


supply, will yield more than a farm of 
160 or 200 acres in the Mississippi 
Valley. It will amply support a family. 


I state these facts in order to show 


that it is essential that something in 
the way of organized effort should be 
accomplished with reference to these 
arid lands; that either the United 
States Government, as the proprietor 
of these lands, should seek their high- 
est development to the construction of 
reservoirs and irrigation ditches, and 
then sell the completely irrigated lands 
to the settler, or that the Government 
should transfer the lands to the various 
States constituting a part of that arid 
region, and allow them to enter upon a 
comprehensive system of irrigation. 
That system can be conducted by the 
State itself, if it so chooses, or can be 
intrusted, under proper conditions and 
limitations, to private capital; but 
capital is absolutely essential, whether 
it be the capital of the General Govern- 
ment or the capital of a State, or the 
capital of private corporations and in- 
dividuals; and unless capital is em- 
ployed in tbe way of organized effort it 
will be impossible to bringthose States 
up to their highest development. 


The majority have presented a bill in 


which they wisely, though only partially 
recognize this condition of things, and 
hence grant to that State twice as much 
of these arid lands as they do to the 
other States of agricultural lands. 
They should have granted to the State 
of Utah all the arid lands within its 
domain; for it seems to be a recognized 
fact now that the General Government, 
as proprietor of these lands, will not 
enter upon the scheme of their reclama- 
tion. If it does not, if it is not willing 
to discharge the duties which belong to 
it as proprietor of the lands, then let it 
transfer those lands to someone who 
will, either the State or some organiza- 
tion acting under the authority of the 
State. It is utterly impossible to rely 
upon individual effort. 
The field of 


individual effort throughout the arid 
region is already exhausted by the 
reclamation and irrigation of the lands 
immediately adjoining the streams. 


GIVEN MOBE TIME. 


The Chairman—The time of the gen- 


tleman from Nevada [Mr. Newlands] 
has expired. 


Mr. Reed—I ask that the gentleman 


may have more time. 


Mr. Newlands—I only ask for three 


miautes. 


There being no objection, Mr. New- 


lands' time was extended. 


Mr. Newlands—I am afraid of tres- 


passing upon the time of other mem- 
bers who wish to be heard upon the 
subject, and I will simply add one word 
on another subject. 


IN DEFENSE OF NEVADA. 


The 
gentleman from Ohio [Mr. 


Barter] yesterday, in opposing the 
measures for the admission of Utah to 
the Union, declared that if we had only 
some means of turning out Nevada' 
whilst we let in Utah he might be in 
favor of it. I do not see the gentleman 
on the floor, and I am at a loss to know 
why Nevada should be the special ob- 
ject of animadversion whenever this 
question of the creation of a new State 
is brought up. Do the people of that 
State forget that when the country was 
in the throes of rebellion the little 
State of Nevada poured into the lap of 
the nation $600,000,000 ? Do they for- 
get that President Lincoln, shortly be- 
fore his death, viewing with gratifica- 
tion the increased output of silver in 
that and the adjoining States, asked 
Speaker Oolfax to bear to that people a 
special message of congratulation on 
the fact that " the increasing produc- 
tion of silver in that region will aid the 
country in the restoration of specie 
payment and solve perplexing financial 
questions? " 


Little did that man of sbrrow and of 


anxiety realize that within eight years 
after his death the utility of silver 
would be destroyed; that this country 
by legislation would deny itself the 
special benefaction which nature had 
given it, and that a great and controll- 
ing industry in that region would be 
suppressed. 


CAUSED AT ADVEBSE LEGISLATION. 
^hy is Nevada prostrate to-day? 


Because the legislation of the nation 
has been leveled against her. You have 
suppressed her silver mining. Sbe has 
recently been paying attention to tbe 
wool industry, and yon "propose to sup- tribute to a member's ability which his 


to put them upon the free list. 


This tariff is to be framed in such a 
way that New England will have every- 
thing free that' she does not produce 
and everything protected that she does. 


Mr. Heed—Do not 
charge New 


England with having a hand in that. 
New England is as adverse to this tariff 
bill as you are, and will show it by her 
votes. 


Mr. Bowers of California (to Mr. 


Newlands)—Be a little careful about 
telling the truth about that. 


Mr. Newlands—I do not know how or 


by what queer process this un- 
natural alliance has been brought 
about between the South and New 
England, but it seems that it has been 
accomplished, both on the tariff and 
financial questions, and the West has 
not been left out. 


Now, I say that Nevada has been 


prostrated by legislation, and by legis- 
lation alone. The protection given to 
industries in other sections of the 
country has been withdrawn; silver, 
the acknowledged money metal of the 
world, has been stricken down; her 
miners have^ been denied the right 
which has existed through the centuries 
of taking their silver to the mints and 
there having put on it the stamp of the 
realm and made coin. Every industry 
upon which she has relied has been or 
is being attacked; and yet the very 
men who aimed the fatal blow now 
deride her because she is prostrate. 


VIGOROUS AND INTELLECTUAL. 


Gentlemen, Nevada deserves nothing 


like contempt or derision. 
She is 


small in population, but she is great in 
the vigor and intellect of her ^people. 
I approached a small-minded man who 
happened to bold a position under the 
late Administration with reference to 
an appointment from that State and he 
said to me, " Don't you think little Ne- 
vada has had enough?" I said, "Yes; 
if you consider the sparceness of her 
population; but no, if you consider the 
brains of her men." [Applause J I 
point you to the long line of distin- 
guished statesmen who have repre- 
sented that State upon tho floors of 
Congress. It is taunted with being a 
"rotten borough" and the home of 
millionaires; the place from which 
millionaires are returning to Congress. 
Point me a millionaire who has ever 
represented that State who has not had 
brains. In that State the mere posses- 
sion of wealth is not a disqualification 
for office. The men who have repre- 
sented that State in the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 
States have been men who have won 
success there by the exercise of robust 
qualities of mind and body. They 
have not won their wealth by the pro- 
cess of money-lending or in the devious 
ways of Wall street, but by wrestling 
with nature in her very strongholds; 
and the people of that country have 
recognized then? merit and sent them 
here. 


I point you to a Jones, who in the 


last Brussels Conference was recog- 
nized as superior to any man there on 
all questions relating to political econ- 
omy and monetary science, and whose 
speeches constitute the reservoir from 
which most of the learning upon the 
silver and bimetallic question has come. 
I point you to the restless and resist- 
less agitator, Stewart; an object of de- 
rision in the East, but loved in the 
West, whose advanced ideas upon all 
subjects relating to legislation are im- 
pressed upon the statute books of the 
country. 
These men and men like 


these have worthily represented that 
State, and ever since her admission 
into the Union her people and her 
statesmen have held an advanced posi- 
tion in all matters relating to the pros- 
perity and growth of the country, have 
contributed much to the general good, 
and without partisanship, sectionalism 
or prejudice have stood by policies 
which had ha view only the general 
interest. She deserves no slurs and 
shall accept none without resentment. 


I fear I have already indulged myself 


at the expense oi others who wish to 
speak, and I shall now close my re- 
marks with thanks for your kind exten- 
sion and indulgence. [Loud applause.] 


Your correspondent has beard most 


of the prominent speakers hi Congress 
at their best. There are not a dozen 
men in tbe House who can hold the 
attention closely and command respect- 
ful silence. It is the highest possible 


colleagues can offer to listen attent- 
ively, and ha large numbers, to what a 
member may say. I have witnessed 
few occasions when a larger number of 
Congressmen gathered together to 
listen to a member than gathered about 
Nevada's 
Representative yesterday. 


Could the people of Nevada been pres- 
ent and heard his remarks and realize 
the conditions which indicate ability 
and influence, they would have felt 
that the handsome majority given Mr. 
Newlands last fall was fully justified 
by the ability which he has manifested, 
by the interest which he has evinced 
and with the eloquence and earnest- 
ness with which he defends her name 
and protects her rights. 


THE TEST OF MERIT. 


Public opinion, while capricious, sel- 


dom undervalues merit or unjustly ap- 
plies criticism to those derelict in duty. 
Few men in the Lower House of Con- 
gress attain an eminence due entirely 
to merit, ability and eloquence. Most 
of them attain it by long years of ser- 
vice. A few become prominent and 
gain notoriety through their peculiari- 
ties, mannerisms and localisms, but 
these men loose ha influence what they 
gain ha notoriety. The best and only 
test is the degree of interest and atten- 
tion which a member commands from 
his colleagues while speaking. 
Mr. 


Newlands hardly began speaking be- 
fore there was an unusual degree of 
silence and an unusual interest mani- 
fested. He advanced down the center 
aisle and there slowly gathered about 
him as he proceeded nearly two hun- 
dred members, who were all attention. 
Tom Reed came in and paused. Slowly 
his burly form wended its way around 
in front of the speaker, and with hands 
ha his pockets, his characteristic atti- 
tude, he became evidently interested 
and then proceeded to take a seat close 
by our Representative, and when Mr. 
Newlands' time had expired Reed was 
one of four to rise at the same time to 
ask for additional time. Reed was rec- 
ognized and asked the unanimous con- 
sent of the House that the gentleman 
from Nevada be allowed to proceed un- 
til he had finished his remarks. Bourke, 
Cochrane, McMillan, Wilson, Bland, 
Bryan, Holman, Burrows, Brecken- 
ridge and all the prominent members 
gathered about, and at the close of his 
remarks they not only manifested their 
pleasure by loud applause, but came 
forward and congratulated Mr. New- 
lands for the able manner in which he 
had defended his State. 


Mr. Newlands has a personality 


which is marked, a magnetism that at- 
tracts, a delivery that pleases, a voice 
that attracts attention, 
while his 


thought, always original, is clothed in 
diction that convinces the educated 
and with a clearness that reaches the 
most obtuse intellect. 


A MATTER OF PRIDE. 


It ought to be a matter of gratifica- 


tion and pride to the citizens of the 
State of Nevada that they are so ably 
represented. To one far from home, 
with the valleya and mountains of a 
continent between him and his native 
land, it arouses feelings of intense 
gratification to know that slowly and 
surely Nevada is gaming, and will yet 
gain, that recognition to which she is 
entitled. That her mountains of min- 
eral will yet enrich rnankiud. and her 
fertile valleys yet produce sustenance 
to feed the millions with the choicest 
of nature's productions. The young 
men of Nevada, whose past is linked 
with the past of their native State, 
whose future will broaden only as the 
future, of the State expands and devel- 
opment takes the place of inaction, wel- 
come the approach of the new era of 
progress and development that will 
soon make Nevada the peer, in wealth 
and population, of any of the Western 
States. 


The self-interest of every citizen of 


the State ought to be so great—her in- 
terests and development ought to be 
placed so far^above petty policies—as 
not to allow either political bounds to
